the British Virgin islands as 
IOC members which brings up 
to 151 the number of national 
Committees belong! nc to the 
organization. This comment on 
the session comes from IOC's 
President, Juan Antonin Sama- 
ranch. 

He noted that [OC mem tom 
had unanimously approved the 
repork of the Organizing Com- 
mil tea for the 1984 Winter 
Olympic Carnes, in Sarajevo. 
Indeed, a lot has been achieved 
with regard to preparations for 
the first Winter Olympics ever 
to have been held in a socialist 
country — In keeping with the 
Olympic Charter, lha IOC's 
wishes and recommendations 
from International federations, 
national Olympic Committees 
and journalists. 

As to the preparations (or the 
1984 Summer Olympics In Los 
Angeles, the president said tint 
lha IOC had disagreed with the 
estimated cost of residence in 
Los Angeles during the Gaines.

The Moscow Art Theatre's production of "So Won Win", by the 
50-ycar-old playwright Mikhail Shalrov, Is a highlight ol the cur- 
rent theatrical season. 

The play deals with the final period of Vladtinlr Lenin's Ufa. On 
October 18, 1023, his doctors allowed him, already fatally if], to come 
to Moscow from his country residence of Gorki. Once In the capital, 
Lenin spends several minutes In his study In Ihe Kremlin.,. These 
minutes become the basis of Shalrov's three-hour-long play In which 
Lenin recollects the toughest moments In the history ol Ihe young 
Soviet stale. During the play's several scenes Ihe most Important 
concepts ol the Communist Paity s policy are worked out and Lenin 
Is depleted In ail his many facets— as a long and short-term policy- 
maker and us a human being. One critic lias described what he con- 
siders lo be Ihe most characteristic feature of the play In the follow- 
ing terms: "The dramatist has not built hts work on a selection ol 
quotations, but rather has concentrated on an nrllsllr recreation of 
tho past, while at the same lime remaining faithful to historic facts 
and to Lcuin's documents". 

Indeed, this could be said lo be the distinguishing feature of Shat- 
rov's work as a whole. His first historical play— "In tho Name of the 
Revolution", also centered around Lenin— was put on by 70 theatres 
simultaneously, while the author, a graduate of a mining Institute, 
was not yet 25. Today Shatrov himself says that the play was to a 
certain extent derivational: There was nothing original In U, he ex- 
plains. I simply Imitated Pogodin and Kapler who wrote plays about 
Lenin at the lime and even earlier. Out Shalrov's real tutors were 
Lenin's works and archives. 

1084 saw his play “July 0". followed by a Him ol the same name 
four years later. These works rouflrm Shalrov's adherence to his- 
toric themes and the beginning ol what he later called "documentary 
drama". 

This Is not playwrlghltng In the usual sense of the word, says 
Shatrov. I take a sharp factual conflict and try to translate it Into the 
language of tltc stage. And as real events In I lie play take shape, 
human characters also appear. The battle of political opposites Is 
also a battle of passions. 1 feol there is no need to add anything lo 
documents or to Invent historic personalities. Real life— especially 
an outstanding one— Is richer than auy fantasy. 

Shatrov 1 * recent play, "Blue Horses on Red Grass", Is now In the 
repertoire of DO Iheotrea both In this country and abroad. One ol the 
main conflicts In this work Li the loader ol tho revolution's uncom- 
promising struggle with the dogmatic misinterpretation of his teach- 
ing and wllh all Instances of bureaucracy. 

When defending tho genre of his plays, Mikhail Shatrov likes to 
emphostze Ihelr experimental nature. But dramatic experiment is not 
an one* in Itself lor Iho playwrlghl, It rather serves Ihe aim which 
guides Iris work. However experienced the animator, you can't make 
history come alive without contemporary problems. The song begun 
In history musl take hold of modern audiences. Mikhail Shalrov adds.
